GREEK SHIPPING. 


COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAMME 
BEING PREPARED. 


A comprehensive shipping pro- 
gramme is contained in the re- 
port of the Greek Commission, 
presided over by M. Michala- 
copoulos, the vice-president of 
the Greek -Council of Ministers, 
says an. Athens message. The 
suggestion is that a shipping in- 
surance office, supported by the 
State, should be created. This 
office would work in co-operation 
with Lloyd’s in London. Only 
part of the risks would be cover- 
ed in Greece, the remainder be- 
ing: put on, the international in- 
surance market. 

The Commission suggests that ° 
co-operation between the new 
insurance company and foreign 
insurance companies would be to 
the advantage of both. The com- 
pany would have a capital of 
£100,000, guaranteed as ,to 
£40,000 by the State-and as to 
the remainder by a Greek bank 
and shipowners.

U.S. SHIPPING. 


 WRANGLING OVER 
GOVERNMENT AID. 


Many phases of the United 
States maritime industry were 
discussed ‘at the fourth annual 
conference on the Merchant 
Marine held at Washington. Fol- 
lowing an address of welcome by 
the president, Mr. T. V. O’Connor, 
chairman of the Shipping Board, 
Mr. W. Irving Glover, the assiat- 
ant Postmaster-General, spoke on 
the wrangling within the ship- 
ning industry over Governmeent 
aid, 

“Let me say with all the 
earnestness at my command,” 
said Mr. Glover, in: cautioning 
shipping men against dissension 
among themselves over Govern- 
ment aid, “that, if the various 
shipping groups of Britain do not 
get together and amicubly settle 
their differences before they ap-

"DIFFICULTIES. 


Baltic Maritime Parley 
Pointers. 


SHIPOWNERS SUPPLIES. 


In the current issue of the 
Monthly Circular of the Baltic 
and Maritime Conference a num- 
ber of subjects of importance tc 
shipowners are discussed. It will 
be remembered that the chairman 
of the executive committee, Mr. 
T. C. Christensen, recently ap- 
pealed to members to use the 
Circular as a means of expressing 
their views on shipping problems 
and . of exchanging  oninions. 
This appeal has borne fruit, as 
the Circular shows, not only in 
direct contribution of articles, but

suggestions and intercsting cor- 
respondence. 

It is significant and at the 
same time somewhat bewildering,

‘llarge proportion of what has 


been written refers to the British

British Delegation to Scandinavia 
The question, the Circular con- 
tinues, would seem to be absurd, 
but take, for example, the case of 
the British coal delegation to 
Denmark, Norway, and Sweden 
last autumn. The object of this 
delegation was to investigate the 
possibility of retrieving the lost 
Scandinavian markets. Consider- 
able interest was displayed in the 
delegation by importers of coal in 
the countries concerned, and in- 
formation was readily given 
about the handicap of the coal 
trade with Great Britain. The 
delegation returned home and re- 
ported on the investigations, and 
that was apparently the end of 
the matter as far as the British 
exporters were concerned, but not 
so with the parties interested on 
the other side. Shipowners have 
been particularly alive to the 
possibility of improving. the con- 
ditions under which coal is car- 
ried and thus increase the export. 
The Conference continue to re- 
ceive suggestions which it is ask- 
ed to pass on to the delegation. 
“The crux of the whole matter 
is, of course, cost,” states the 
Circular. . “For the importers 
the price of British coal is too 
high compared with the price of 
coal from other countries. “The 
influence on this factor of the 
conditions under which the coal 
is carried does not appear so far 
to have been sufficiently consider- 
ed by the exporters, 
“The criticism on the Tyne dis- 
trict in the January Circular is 
followed up in the present issue 
by statistics» from Wales and 
Tyne which are compared with 
Rotterdam. This article throws 
an interesting light on the differ- 
ent methods of Netherlands and 
of British exporters in regard to

The hope is expressed 
that they will take counsel from 
the underlying opinion and 
realise that things have come to 
such a pass that shipowners may 
be forced to take the matter of 
bunker supplies in some ports 
into their own hands, if they con- 
tinue to be exploited in regard to 
prices. 
The exceedingly bad times 
through which shipowners are 
passing have brought laying-up 
schemes to the fore : again. 
The conference. states that 
concerted laying-up has been 
tried _ many - times unsuc- 
cessfully, but that is no 
reason why it should not succeed 
now. It is urged by stronger con- 
siderations at present than he- 
fore, Laying-up there must, be 
in any case, 80 why not organise 
it? If shipowners do not help 
themselves, governments are 
likely to be called upon to helm 
them, with all the obnoxious con- 
sequences of State interference.
